NEW RECLAMATION IMPETUS. 


Just before the war closed, and tor 
some time after its close, a strong ef­ 
fort was made to secure the adoption 
by congress of a policy providing for a 
b <K.d extension of the work which the 
R clamation Service had been doing. 
Vr. T an*\ who was then secretary of 
h * iv riur, h d his heart set upon the 
s-.m 
- of , program 
which 
would 
have enabled young men, back from 
, ne world war, to settle on the land. 
Tt 'is- is a splendid 
vision 
but in the 
i h of mighty events it was impossi- 
o sc..are action by congress before 
the armistice; and for some after the 
war ended little evidence was avail­ 
able to justify the prediction which 
Mr. Lane had made that ex-soldiers 
would appreciate a chance to begin 
life over under such conditions. 
The 
song of the hour was that w hich mer­ 
rily demanded how they could be kept 
down on the farm after they had seen 
Broadway. 
But the fever for quick 
money and a gay life has burned itself 
out and there are thousands now and 
tens of thousands who would welcome 
tlve opportunity to take up farming. It 
is said that the demand for the lands 
which the government recently open­ 
ed in the west was so great that for 
every applicant who was successful at 
least ten had to be disappointed. 
The government’s reclamation work 
in the west has about reached a stand­ 
still. The time has come when a new 
policy will have to be established if 
anything further is to be accomplished 
on a scale worth 
while. 
For 
some 
time there has been pending at Wash­ 
ington a measure introduced by west­ 
ern congressmen which was designed 
to give new’ scope to the Reclamation 
Service and 
more recently Senator 
Bankhead, of Alabama, introduced a 
bill the hearing upon which developed 
such possibilities of usefulness that the 
congressmen from the w est have w ith- 
drawn their bills and a new measure 
has been introduced which would 
make the Reclamation Service a na­ 
tional service and put it in position to 
do for all parts of the country what it 
has already done for many of the 
western states. 
The details of the new project have 
not yet been fully worked out but they 
have been gone into pretty thoroughly 
and the promoters'are convinced that 
a w*ay can now* be found to overcome 
the obstacles which in the past have 
blocked all proposals to extend the Re­ 
clamation Service so as to make it na­ 
tional in its scope. 
There are tens of 
millions of acres of lands still 
unde­ 
veloped, lands of very great natural 
fertility, well situated as to markets, 
rich in their possibilities. 
The great­ 
est obstacles to 
the 
development of 
these lands have 
been 
artificial ob­ 
stacles and it has been plain for a long 
time that they could only be settled 
and brought under cultivation when it 
became possible to develop them on 
the colony plan. 
That 
could not be 
brought about while land remained 
fairly plentiful and fairly cheap. Now’ 
that there is very little land available, 
and that little very costly, the time 
should be near at hand, if it has not 
already arrived, when something can 
be done with undeveloped lands. 
The chief value of bringing the Re­ 
clamation 
Service 
into a movement 
having this as its end would be in the 
atmosphere of confidence with which 
the movement would thus be clothed. 
There are limits to the reclamation 
work which the government can do 


FRANCE AND HER CRITICS. 
It is not 
unnatural that German 
newspapers should 
describe French 
statements regarding present condi­ 
tions as “nothing but bunk,” to employ 
the expressive headline paraphrase ot 
the German paper’s views. 
No Ger­ 
man could be expected to admit that 
Germany contemplates another attack 
on France. Indeed, it is extremely un­ 
likely that Germany does contemplate 
any such thing, however much certain 
individual Germans might 
desire it, 
and in one sense it is probably true 
that the French 
statesmen 
greatly 
rostim Red France’s need of a large 
rmy ..nd larger navy. But unfortun­ 
ately it is not in a v e r y practical sense 
that this is true, and the French feel, 
with good reason, that they have to b* 
very practical. 
One couid argue the pros and cons 
of the French armament question un­ 
til he was blue in the face without set­ 
tling it, and therefore such argument 
does not appear profitable. One thing 
however, is certainly clear, and that is 
that so long as Britain and America 
and Japan maintain large naval arma­ 
ments, as they will continue to do even 
if the Hughes 
battleship 
scrapping 
plan succeeds, they are not in a moral 
position to talk very stiffly to France 
on the subject of her armament. For 
if the French argument is “bunk,” 
then the American argument in tavor 
of a large American navy is double 
and triple bunk, and so is the Britsh 
argument in favor ot a large British 
navy and the Japanese argument in 
favor of a large Japanese navy. 
The position of each and every one 
of these three nations is incomparably 
more secure 
than is the 
position of 
France. True, they may soon discard 
a comparatively small part of the tre­ 
mendous naval establishment 
which 
each of them now maintains ; but even 
then will still have lett a defense ap­ 
paratus just as large, just as expensive 
and just as formidable as the defen­ 
sive apparatus of the French. And in 
the case of none of them is there halt 
as good a reason for the maintenance 
of this defensive apparatus as there is 
for the maintenance of the h rench, ev­ 
en if we grant that the French greatly 
overestimate the dangers which thev 
believe surround them. 
The fact of the matter is that it does 
not lie in our mouths or in 
British 
mouths to upbraid France tor her re­ 
fusal to go beyond a certain point in 
disarming. It will not be possible tor 
us to upbraid her justly on this score 
until wre have said to her in plain lan­ 
guage that we will 
help nei defend 
herself if she is attacked again. When 
we have given her that pledge and she 
still refuses to cut her army to the 
bone, w e can blame her and brand her 
as Prussia’s successor; 
but not until 
then.
